Racial profiling 
a problem for N.S. 
shoppers: Report 


Discrimination. People

When visible minorities in 
Nova Scotia go shopping, they 
are more often the targets of 
offensive language or treated 
as potential thieves compared 
with the experiences of white 
people, a new report says. 

The report by the province’s 
Human Rights Commission 
is touted as the first survey of 
its kind in Canada and will 
be used by the commission’s 
director, David Shannon, to 
broaden the discussion on ra¬ 
cial profiling with the business 
community and the public. 

“We hope that it provides 


a jumping-off point to better 
educate all of us regarding hu¬ 
man rights and how import¬ 
ant it is for all people to feel 
accepted,” Shannon said in 
releasing the 131-page report 
that surveyed several racial 
and ethnic groups including 
Aboriginal Peoples, African- 
Nova Scotians and Muslims. 

Data for the study was gath¬ 
ered through a survey of 1,219 
people in face-to-face inter¬ 
views in Halifax, Millbroolc, 
Digby and Sydney between 
March and August of 2012. 

About 93 per cent of the 
surveys were conducted in 
the Halifax area because it has 
the province’s largest mix of 
ethnic groups, something the 
report says didn’t skew the re¬ 
sults. 

“It is significant that the 
trends found throughout the 
Halifax Regional Municipality

A 14-year-old boy from Pres¬ 
ton has been charged with 
making child pornography 
after police allege he posted a 
sex video of himself with an¬ 
other teen online. 

On April 8, investigators in 
the RCMP/Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice integrated child exploita¬ 


tion unit say they learned of a 
video showing a 15-year-old girl 
performing a consensual sex 
act with a 14-year-old male. 

“Which is really irrelevant 
because once it’s been record¬ 
ed, it becomes child pornog¬ 
raphy because of the age of 
the person involved,” Halifax 
Regional Police Const. Pierre 
Bourdages said. 

Police say the suspect took 
the video at a party where alco¬ 
hol was being consumed, then 
posted it to a social media site. 
The website deleted the video 
after police made them aware 
of the case. 

“However, given the nature 
of the Internet we can never 
really be sure that the video is 
not anywhere else,” Bourdages 
said. 

“If someone was in pos¬ 


session of that video or was 
making it available to anyone 
... they could face charges,” he 
added. 

Police also confiscated the 
phone with the original video. 
The youth turned himself in to 
police on May 24 and was ar¬ 
rested. 

The 14-year-old is charged 
with possession and making of 
child pornography, and making 
child pom available to others. 
He has been released on condi¬ 
tions to not contact the victim, 
use the Internet or a device that 
can access the web. 

“It’s veiy troubling. I’m not 
sure if the youth these days are 
realizing the liability and the 
gravity of these things,” Bourd¬ 
ages said. 

The youth will appear in 
court on June 20.

Parsons' 
father turns 
to Twitter 

The child-pornography case 
of a 14-year-old boy who al¬ 
legedly posted a sexual video 
online has some noting the 
similarities between it and 
the alleged sexual assault of 
Rehtaeh Parsons. 

Parsons, a 17-year-old 
Cole Harour teen, took her 
own life in early April, two 
years after she was allegedly 
gang-raped and then bullied 
by classmates over a shared 
photo of the incident. 


Glen Canning, Parsons’ 
father, took to Twitter Wed¬ 
nesday after police released 
details of the case involving 
the 14-year-old boy: “Still it 
didn’t take long in this case 
as opposed to the 1 Vi (years) 
+ for Rehtaeh’s case. Hard to 
figure this out.” 

Const. Pierre Bourdages, 
spokesperson for Halifax 
Regional Police, said each 
case is weighed “on its own 
merit” and the kinds of 
evidence police have could 
determine different things. 

“We have a duty to make 
people aware that this is 
happening and it is unaccept¬ 
able,” Bourdages said, metro

Motorcyclist, 28, 
dies in head-on crash 


A 28-year old male motor¬ 
cyclist died on scene after a 
head-on collision with a car in 
Eastern Passage on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

The accident happened at 
3:18 p.m. near the 700 block 
of Cow Bay Road. Shortly later, 
police blocked off the section 
of road as officers and para¬ 
medics arrived on scene. 

A grey Hyundai hatchback 
was parked behind the po¬ 
lice tape next to the victim’s 
body on the shoulder of the 
road. A young witness said he 


saw a dent on the front of the 
vehicle. 

Another witness, Charles 
Boutilier, drove past the victim 
before paramedics arrived. 

“There were a couple guys 
standing over somebody who 
was laying there with a motor¬ 
cycle helmet on,” he said. 

A couple minutes later, he 
said the ambulance arrived 
and covered the victim. 

Const. Hal Foster of the 
Cole Harbour RCMP said the 
driver of the car was with offi¬ 
cers and “obviously very shook

up.” The driver is believed to 
have suffered non-life-threat¬ 
ening injuries.

Outdated pool facility to get 
a much-needed makeover 


Centennial Pool. 

Building will close for 
four months in August

Centennial Pool in downtown 
Halifax will be diving into 
renovation mode late this 
summer. 

HRM spokesperson Bren¬ 
dan Elliott said the pool will 
close in August for about four 
months while work is done 
on the changing rooms and 
reception area. 

“It’s about bringing a new 
face to the pool, to make 
people feel like they’re in a 
modern facility,” he said. 

Elliot said this is the third 
and final phase in the plan to 
make over the pool, which 
was built in 1967. 

The first two phases focused 
on behind-the-scenes electrical 
and mechanical work, while 
this summer will bring visible 
changes, Elliott said. 

“Right now (the change 



rooms) are old, they’re musty, 
they’re out of date,” Elliott said. 

The renovations will include 
better lighting, architectural 
finishes, tiles and new showers. 
The foyer will get a new recep¬ 
tion desk and the area will be 
spruced up to make it look like 
a modem facility. 

“When you walk in there 
now, it does look like a build¬ 
ing that opened in 1968,” El¬ 
liott said. 

HRM decided to close the 
pool for four months instead 
of using a reduced schedule 
because they couldn’t guar¬ 
antee public safety with elec¬ 
trical work and heavy con¬ 
struction going on. 

They also didn’t want to 
close earlier in the summer 
because many high-calibre 
swimmers are using the pool 
to train for the upcoming 
Canada Games in Quebec. 

Elliott said many Haligon¬ 
ians consider the pool some¬ 
what of a historical land¬ 
mark, because the building 
was constmcted with federal 
money to mark 100 years of 
Canadian histoiy since con¬ 
federation. 



Police seeking help in cold case 



Police are continuing to 
investigate the murder of 
17-year-old Shelly Connors. 

Twenty years ago on May 
29, Connors went missing from 
her Halifax home and was re¬ 
ported missing a day later. 

On June 1, 1993, Connors’ 
body was discovered about 
200 yards behind the Spiyfield 
Lions Rink at 25 Diysdale Road.

Former councillor pleads 
guilty to 46 charges 


The lawyer for a former muni¬ 
cipal councillor in Saint John, 
N.B., who pleaded guilty Wed¬ 
nesday to nearly four dozen 
charges including child por¬ 
nography and sexual assault 
says he hopes the community 
can begin to heal following a 
case that has shocked the city. 

Donnie Snook entered 
guilty pleas to 46 charges 
including sexual assault and 
possessing, distributing and 


making child pornography. 

Snook, 41, was arrested 
in Januaiy by the RCMP after 
an investigation that began 
in 2011. The RCMP said the 
crimes began in January 
2001 until Snook’s arrest and 
involved 17 boys, most of 
whom were from the Saint 
John area and between the 
ages of five and 15 at the time 
of the offences.

Ross Whyte is one month 
away from blowing his bag¬ 
pipes on the biggest stage of 
his life.

Uncertain future. 

The deadline for 
submitting a business 
plan to Parks Canada 
is this Saturday 


On a craggy, windswept island 
at the southern entrance to 
Halifax harbour stands the 
oldest operating lighthouse in 
North America. 

Built from granite blocks in 
1758, the Sambro lighthouse 
— a historic treasure known 
for its distinctive red and white 
stripes — has withstood count¬ 
less storms and even a direct hit 
from a hurricane in 2003. 

But the 25-metre sentinel 
is facing a new, less obvious 
threat, as are several other 
large and remote lighthouses 
in Atlantic Canada, Quebec, On¬ 
tario and British Columbia. 

Sambro, like 970 other light¬ 
houses across Canada, has been 
declared surplus by the federal 
Fisheries Department, mainly 
because these aids to naviga¬ 
tion are no longer required 
by mariners, who now rely on 
global-positioning satellites to 
guide them. 

However, passage of the 
Heritage Lighthouse Protection 
Act in May 2008 was supposed 
to enable non-profit groups, 
municipalities and provinces 
to acquire lighthouses deemed 
suitable for tourism. 


Others in danger 


Other big lighthouses at risk 
include Cape Sable in Nova 
Scotia, the province’s tallest. 

As of April 8,112 plans had 
been sent in, including 45 from 
Ontario, 20 from Nova Scotia, 
19 from P.E.I., 12 from Quebec, 
eight from Newfoundland and 
Labrador, five from New Bruns¬ 
wick, two from Manitoba and 
one from British Columbia. 

Bany MacDonald, president 
of the Nova Scotia Lighthouse 
Preservation Society, says more 
plans will be filed before the 
deadline, but the biggest, old¬ 
est and most isolated lights 
will likely become neglected 
orphans. 

The problem, he says, is that 
it costs a small fortune to main¬ 
tain lighthouses like Sambro. 

A community group in Sam¬ 
bro wants to protect the light¬ 
house, but they don’t have the 
means to maintain the tower, 
MacDonald says. 

“The reality of maintaining 
such a large piece of infra¬ 
structure, particularly on an is¬ 
land, was just too daunting for 
them,” he says. 

MacDonald says even if busi¬ 
ness plans are submitted for 
these historic properties, the 
only way for them to become 
viable enterprises is with finan¬ 
cial support from Ottawa.

Not just N.S. worried about losses 


Peter Noreau, the head of a 
Quebec group dedicated to 
preserving 43 lighthouses 
along the St. Lawrence River, 
says he is particularly con¬ 
cerned about the fate of the 
huge Imperial-style lighthouse 
at the eastern edge of the 
Gaspe Peninsula. 

Clad in spectacular white 
marble, the Cap-des-Rosiers 
lighthouse is the tallest in Can¬ 
ada at 34.1 metres, about the 
size of an eight-storey building. 


“It needs some restoration, 
but the government isn’t put¬ 
ting a nickel into lighthouses 
anymore,” says Noreau. 

“We have no budget, so 
I have to pay for the stamps 
when I mail a letter.” 

Noreau says the only way 
to save the 155-year-old struc¬ 
ture is to persuade federal pol¬ 
iticians to invest in Canada’s 
history.

Robocalls. Regulator 
dishes out $369,000 
in penalties after 
investigation into 
campaign practices 


Political parties, elected of¬ 
ficials and the telemarketer 
used by the elusive “Pierre 
Poutine” to make fraudu¬ 
lent telephone calls during 
the 2011 federal election 
have been slapped with 
hefty fines for breaking the 
rules for robocalls. 

The CRTC made the 
announcement Wednes¬ 
day that it has dished out 
$369,000 in penalties as 
part of an investigation into 
the use of robocalls. The 
regulator also hinted that 
more fines are coming. 

The federal Conserva¬ 
tives and NDP, Ontario’s 
Progressive Conservatives, 
Alberta’s Wildrose party, 
Liberal MP Marc Garneau, 
Conservative MP Blake Rich¬ 
ards and Edmonton-based 
RaclcNine Inc. were all fined 
for various offences. 

The penalties run from 
a few thousand dollars for 
Garneau up to $90,000 for 
Wildrose — the largest 
amount ever levied against 
a political party. So far, the 
regulator says, Wildrose, 
the Ontario Conservatives, 
the NDP, RaclcNine and 
Garneau have all paid their 
fines. 

The federal Conserva¬ 
tive party, which was fined 
$78,000, and Richards, who 
was fined $14,400, have yet 
to pay and have 30 days to 
do so. 

“We appreciate the co¬ 


operation we received dur¬ 
ing our investigations,” 
CRTC chief compliance of¬ 
ficer Andrea Rosen said in a 
statement. “We expect pol¬ 
itical party associations and 
candidates who are running 
for office to put appropri¬ 
ate safeguards in place to 
ensure compliance with the 
Unsolicited Telecommuni¬ 
cations Rules in future cam¬ 
paigns.” 

Fred DeLorey, a Conserv¬ 
ative party spokesman, said 
the fine would be paid Wed¬ 
nesday. 

“We appreciate that the 
CRTC is clarifying rules for 
all federal political parties 
and applying them across 
the board,” he said in a 
statement. 

Last week, Wildrose said 
it paid the penalty for vio¬ 
lating rules in 2011, as well 


as before, during and after 
the April 2012 provincial 
election. But the other fines 
came as a surprise. 

The Conservative party 
was fined for a robocall 
campaign in Saskatchewan 
between Jan. 31 and Feb. 1 
related to proposed chan¬ 
ges to riding boundaries. 
The NDP was fined $40,000 
for robocalls made between 
Jan. 11 and Jan. 20, 2012, 
in the Quebec electoral dis¬ 
trict of St-Maurice-Cham- 
plain, after MP Lise St-Denis 
defected to the Liberals. As 
with the Conservative calls, 
the NDP did not identify 
itself as being behind the 
calls or include a mailing 
address or telephone num¬ 
ber. The NDP admitted that 
it did not identify itself dur¬ 
ing the calls.

Morgentaler’s legacy is 
'powerful and positive* 


Reaction to the death of Dr. 
Heniy Morgentaler shows his 
life’s mission to ensure access 
to abortions for women across 
Canada is no less polarizing 
now than it was when he took 
up the fight 46 years ago. 

The man who forever al¬ 
tered the reproductive land¬ 
scape in Canada died Wednes¬ 
day in Toronto at the age of 90, 
surrounded by his family. 

Morgentaler opened abor¬ 
tion clinics across the country 
and fought Canada’s abortion 
law, which ultimately resulted 
in the Supreme Court’s land¬ 
mark 1988 decision declaring 
it unconstitutional. 

Activists hailed him Wed¬ 
nesday as a hero who brought 
“reproductive freedom” to all 
Canadian women. Carolyn 
Egan of the Ontario Coalition 
of Abortion Clinics called him 
“a man of great courage.” 

“He served time in prison, 
he had many financial difficul¬ 
ties ... and he had, of course, 
many personal threats on his 
life,” said Egan. “So there is no 
doubt that he did not think of 
himself. He was thinking of 
the needs of Canadian women 
in all that he did.”

Wynne said Morgentaler’s con¬ 
tributions “to a fair society” 
have been felt worldwide. 

“Our country has lost a 
man of great courage, convic¬ 
tion and personal braveiy,” she 
said in a statement. 

Joyce Arthur, the executive 
director of the Abortion Rights 
Coalition of Canada, said Mor¬ 
gentaler is a “Canadian hero” 
who saved countless lives. “I 
think his legacy will be tre¬ 
mendously powerful and posi¬ 
tive — it already is,” she said. 


Arthur, who met Mor¬ 
gentaler a number of times, 
remembered a man who de¬ 
voted his entire life to securing 
and maintaining what she de¬ 
scribed as a “fundamental hu¬ 
man right for women.” 

Mary Ellen Douglas, na¬ 
tional co-ordinator for the anti¬ 
abortion group Campaign Life 
Coalition, said it was impos¬ 
sible to respect the man she 
called “the face of abortion in 
Canada” because of “what he 
continued to do.” 

For years, the group prayed 
that Morgentaler would have a 
change of heart and denounce 
abortion, and Douglas said she 
held out hope he repented “be¬ 
fore the veiy end.” 

“I pray... that this will be an 
end to the killing in Canada,” 
she said. “I hope it will soon 
stop and life will be respected.” 

Niki Ashton, the New 
Democrats’ critic on the status 
of women, called on his sup¬ 
porters to carry on with his 
work. 

“Unfortunately, even today, 
access to abortion remains 
unequal and we must remain 
vigilant against repeated at¬ 
tempts to roll back this right,” 
she said, the Canadian press

The beaver had other ideas: 
It attacked the 60-year-old 
man with razor-sharp teeth, 
slicing an artery and causing 
him to bleed to death. 

It was the most serious in 
a string of beaver attacks on 
humans in Belarus, as the 
rodents have turned increas¬ 
ingly aggressive when con¬ 
fronted by humans after wan¬ 
dering near homes, shops 


and schools. 

“The character of the 
wound was totally shocking 
for us medical professionals,” 
recalled village doctor Leonty 
Sulim. “We had never run into 
anything like this before.” 

Once hunted nearly to ex¬ 
tinction in Europe, beavers 
have made a comeback as 
hunting was banned or re¬ 
stricted and new populations 


were introduced. 

In Belarus, a former 
Soviet nation between Rus¬ 
sia and Poland, the beaver 
population has tripled in the 
past decade to an estimated 
80,000, according to wildlife 
experts. That has caused bea¬ 
vers increasingly to wander 
into populated areas, creating 
more grounds for conflict.

Trial begins in 
death of soccer 
linesman 

The trial of seven teenagers 
and an adult charged with 
manslaughter after an at¬ 
tack on a volunteer football 
linesman at a youth match 
began on Wednesday. 

Richard Nieuwen- 
huizen’s death shocked the 
soccer-crazy Netherlands 
and prompted soul-search¬ 
ing about the parenting of 
young athletes, as well as 


about violence in the sport. 

The hearing in Lelystad, 
Netherlands, is mostly 
closed to the media due to 
the young age of most of 
the suspects. 

It began with testimony 
from four different foren¬ 
sic experts debating the 
exact cause of Nieuwen- 
huizen’s death. 

The fatal incident took 
place on Dec. 2 in the 
northern Dutch city of 
Almere. The trial is due 
to run five days, with 60 
witnesses.

Detroit. Cop goes on trial 
for shooting girl, 7, in 
raid filmed for reality TV 


Police accompanied by a 
reality-TV crew fired a stun 
grenade through a window as 
they raided a Detroit home in 
search of a murder suspect. 
A gunshot then went off in¬ 
side, fatally striking a 7-year- 
old girl in the head while she 
slept on a couch. 

Now three years later, Of¬ 
ficer Joseph Weekley goes on 
trial in the death of Aiyana 
Stanley-Jones. Juiy selection 
starts Wednesday. 

Weekley, charged with 
involuntary manslaughter, 
is accused of acting with 
gross negligence when he 
didn’t prevent his gun from 
firing during the chaos that 
followed use of a “flash- 
bang” device. 

The shooting shocked De¬ 
troit. Co-operation between 
police and the reality show, 
The First 48, was banned in 
the aftermath, and the chief 
soon resigned at the mayor’s 
request when it was revealed 



that he was working on plans 
for another TV show. 

The loud, smoky device 
used in the Detroit raid 
is intended to startle and 
confuse people as officers 
swarm a scene.

Google has unveiled a new 
Gmail interface for users who 
struggle to cope with over¬ 
whelming torrents of messa¬ 
ges. 

The new design, which 
Google says is being rolled 
out to users over the next few 
weeks, automatically sorts 
emails into a handful of separ¬ 
ate tabs along the top of the 
inbox: 

• Primaiy — for messages 
from friends and family 

• Social — for emails from so¬ 
cial networks, media-sharing 
sites and online dating servi¬ 
ces. 

• Promotions — for regular 


mail-outs from retailers, daily- 
deal sites and other businesses. 

• Updates — storage for noti¬ 
fications and confirmations 
involving receipts, bills, and 
financial statements. 

• Forums — for emails from 
online groups, discussion 
boards, and mailing lists. 

Users can decide to remove 
one or more of the tabs and 
can control where emails from 
certain senders get routed. 

The new interface, which is

Brian McArdle had not worked 
after a stroke left him paralyzed 
and partially blind. The former 
security guard, 57, could not 
eat by himself, but as part of 
the U.K. austerity campaign, 
McArdle was assessed, found 
fit to work and his support was 
stopped. The following day he 
died of a heart attack. 

Such tragedies form the 
premise of The Body Econom¬ 
ic: Why Austerity Kills, a start¬ 
ling new book from epidemi¬ 
ologists David Stuckler and 


Sanjay Basu. They mined data 
sets from the past century and 
across the world, and found 
the numbers show the hidden 
cost of health spending cuts. 

“What we learned is that re¬ 
cessions are neutral to health. 
What matters is how polit¬ 
icians respond,” Stuckler told 
Metro. “When they make deep 
cuts to vital social protection 
systems it can turn social hard¬ 
ship into severe epidemics.” 

No example is starker than 
Greece, where a 40-per-cent

cut to health spending has al¬ 
lowed HIV infection rates to 
double. Mosquito-spraying 
programs were stopped, and 
malaria returned after being 
controlled since the 1970s. 

Over 200 medicines van¬ 
ished from pharmacies as 
budgets shrank. “The evidence 
of a causal link is compelling,” 


said Professor Martin McKee of 
the London School of Hygiene 
& Tropical Medicine. 

A less visible mental health 
crisis is also growing. The 
World Health Organization 
report a 40-per-cent rise in sui¬ 
cides in Italy between 2007 and 
2010, with local studies attrib¬ 
uting most to economic issues.

He lived eveiy hockey player’s 
dream by hoisting Lord Stan¬ 
ley’s mug as a player with the 
Montreal Canadiens back in 
1986. 

But for Halifax Mooseheads 
majority owner Bobby Smith, 
watching his team do what it 
set out to do and capture the 
biggest prize in Canadian jun¬ 


ior hockey last Sunday in Sas¬ 
katoon — nothing compares. 
Nothing. 

“I would say it was a more 
satisfying day then winning the 
Stanley Cup as a player — just 
knowing what we did behind 
it,” Smith says. “And it sounds 
like a cliche that I’m speaking 
to my customers, but I’m not. 
I felt good for the fans too. 
There’s a feeling between fans 
of a junior team that you don’t 
have between fans and a profes¬ 
sional team.” 

Since becoming the club’s 
owner on Sept. 18, 2003, Smith 
has wanted to turn the Moose¬ 
heads into a champion. There 
were certainly bumps along the 
way in getting there — most 


notably what on paper was 
a stacked team in 2008 that 
couldn’t come through in the 
playoffs. 

But from when the puck 
dropped on this season, every¬ 
thing seemed different. There 
was a quiet confidence among 
the players and coaches that 
they could do it, and nothing 
would stand in their way of ac¬ 
complishing the goal. 

The end result: one of the 
most dominating seasons in 
Canadian junior hockey his¬ 
tory. 

“I admired the players’ atti¬ 
tude all year,” Smith says. “We 
were No. 1 in the CHL most 
of the year and I got the sense 
none of the players cared. We 


wrapped up first place overall 
with 10 games left in the regu¬ 
lar season — but that wasn’t 
what we were here for. Win¬ 
ning the President Cup trophy 
was fabulous, but it was always 
about winning the Memorial 
Cup.” 

What makes this run even 
more remarkable was who 
led the charge. In a league 
where players usually domin¬ 
ate at 19 or 20, it was three 17 
year olds — forwards Nathan 
MacKinnon and Jonathan Drou- 
in, along with goaltender Zach 
Fucale — who took this team 
on their back and made them 
into champions. 

“Those guys deserve a ton of 
credit,” Smith says.

The man who has called 
Halifax Mooseheads games 
for 18 of the team’s 19 years 
says managers deserve credit 
for building a cup-winning 
team step by careful step. 

“They had a plan, and the 
plan was one of patience and 
not to try a Band-Aid solu¬ 
tion,” said play-by-play caller 
John Moore. “It was going to 
be painful ... but they stayed 
with it.” 

Moore said the four-year 
plan got off to a rocky start, 
but owner Bobby Smith and 
GM Cam Russell kept add¬ 
ing key players through the 
draft, and built on a core of 
young players who toughed 
it out through a dismal 
couple of years. 

“The handful of play¬ 
ers who have been there 
for three or four years suf¬ 
fered through two seasons 
of basically a steady diet of 
losing,” said Moore. “It takes 
a strong will for these play¬ 
ers to continue to push, to 
continue to believe, and yet 
they did.” 

Moore said the strategy 
was so successful that he’s 
not sure the track record of 
the 2012-13 squad will ever 
be matched. 

“I sincerely doubt that 
this record, the winning 
percentage that this team

reeled off this year, will ever 
be matched by a Moosehead 
team or perhaps a Qdeam,” 
he said. 

At 19 years old, the 
Mooseheads could be con¬ 
sidered relatively young, and 
Moore said it’s not surpris¬ 
ing it took 15 years and a 
new owner to hit on a win¬ 
ning strategy. 

Even then, he said this 
year’s results are part prep¬ 
aration and planning — and 
part luck. 

“It was pretty clear that 
all the ingredients were 
there for a championship 
season, but again, there are 
no guarantees in sport, like 
in life,” he said. 

It’s too soon for predic¬ 
tions, but Moore said the 
Mooseheads have tasted vic¬ 
tory and the management 
team will be looking for 
more. 

“I certainly think if the 
cards unfold the way the 
Mooseheads hope they do, 
then the Mooseheads will be 
a top contender again next 
year,” he said.

From the school choir to 
Grand Ole Opiy, Old Crow 
Medicine Show frontman 
Ketch Secor cut his teeth per¬ 
forming on the streets as his 
musical ancestors have done 
for years.
